N E W .Y O R K , 
A v g u s t 12. 
L A T E F R O M E U R O P E . 
By the Packet ship Formosa, from 
Havre, we have received papers of that 
city to July 8th, containing later dates 
fro na the continent generally. 
The news 
in tome respects, is interesting. 
The 
Q ueen of Spain had thrown a large force 
iato Bilboa, which had secured that city 
from capture. 
The death of the brave 
Zumalacarreguy, had entirely suspended 
all warlike operations. 
Paris papers ol'July 6*h say,— A tole- 
graphic despatch has arrived this alter. 
Doon. 
The friends of the ministry assert 
that it brings intelligence of outrun oua de. 
aertions from the ranks of theC'nrlisis to 
those of the Queen, aud that the insurrec­ 
tion of the Basque provinces is completely 
broken up. 
Letters from the frontier 
Confirm these representations. They also 
Mate that Don Carlos continues his re. 
treat towards the Pyrenees, and that his 
followers, especially the Basque insur- 
C 
mts, have no confidence in him as a 
adet. 
W e find no mention made in these pa. 
C 
r* of the alleged attempt to assassinate 
alia Phillipe. 
The loss of the Carlins before Bilboa 
U stated at three thousand men, among 
whom were several experienced officers. 
The cholera is still raging at Toulon. 
Louis Phiilippe, taking the advice of 
Talleyrand, has assured the northern 
powers that he w ill not interfere with 
Spain. ' 
P a s t s , July 0 — The Convention be. 
tween the Governments of France and 
Spain, under w hich the Foreign legion 
now on the const of Africa is to be trails- 
ferred to the Spanish service, has been 
signed by the Duke de Broglie and the 
Duke de Frias ; and, aller being exchang­ 
ed in the usual form, was yesterday I rat.s. 
nutted by a special courier to Madrid.— 
The present strength of the hgion is 
somewhat between 4,200 mid 4,500 men, 
but there is a depot at Marseilles, which 
when added to the rest of the corps, will 
make it amount pretty nearly to 5,000.— 
Tile onehalfofthe whole, however, is all 
that can be trusted to as good and servi­ 
ceable. 
It is understood that tho French Govern. 
men! have imposed the condition, that 
the men are not to be armed or regiment­ 
ed until they have passed the frontier.— 
When they arrive on the Spanish terri­ 
tory, they will probably be draughted 
into the foreign legion, w hich it is expect, 
will thus be ultimately raised to the 
strength of 12,000 men. 
T he Election Bordeaux has the follow­ 
ing, which shows that the disappointment 
of the Carlists at the result of their attack 
upon Bilboa must have been extremely 
g re a t:—* A letter from the Carlist head- 
quarters at Boluetta, on the 20th ult. has 
the following :— ‘ Orders have been given 
to Attack Bilboa to-morrow' at four o’clock 
sud notto cease firing till the town shall 
offer to surrender. 
A new battery h is 
been erected for that purpose. 
All is 
prepared for the contingency that Valdes 
should attempt to mise the siege, a sutfi- 
cient force being in readiness to repulse 
him without diminishing the besieging 
nrmy. 
Orders have betm issued to all 
the Carlist battalions to march to Bilboa, 
which we are certain of being able to 
capture. 
The town has plenty of arms. 
If we should find 10,000 m uskets, we 
have as many men ready to receive them 
when W e a r e masters of Bilboa. Vittoria 
will then soon fall into our power, and 
we shall immediately march forward to 
Madrid.'’ 
We take the following from a letter,1 
. dated Stuttgardt, July 2.—44 According 
to accounts from Vienna, Prince Metter- 
nich was greatly disappointed alter the 
refusal of a direct intervention in Spain 
by France and England, that these two 
powers should have commenced active 
measures in favor of the Queen, and 
stormy discussions are anticipated either 
between the Prince and Western Powers, 
or between him and the Emperor Ft rdi- 
Hand. 
We also learn from Vienna that 
the inhabitants of that capital are much 
occupied with p issing events in Hungary. 
There have not b* en any positive distur­ 
bances in this country ; there have been, 
it is true, some assemblages of the people 
in the towns, and th.* manifestations of 
opinions in the country,but the appearance 
of the public force hus suppressed them 
without any collision. 
The fact is, that 
the Hungarians begin to manifest discon, 
tent. 
The States have addressed to the 
Cabinet of Vienna fresh applications for 
improvements in the condition of the 
lower classes, who are in a deplorable j 
state. 
The States have urged with can- ] 
dor, but at the same time with respect, 
important reasons for these reforms, show- 
ing they are equally necessary for the 
T hrone and the Nobles, w ho ought no 
longer to alienate from them the minds of 
tbs majority of the inhabitants.

Spirit o f the Parisian Journals.— The 
Journal des lh bats notices the conflict­ 
ing opinions of the American journalists 
relative to the result of the required ex- 
piaimtious on the subject of the Ameri­ 
can President’s Message. 
We have no 
doubt, it says, on the subject, and although 
the Opposition papers flatter themselves 
that the American affair is not yet finish, 
ed, and may occasion new embarrass­ 
ments, we think we can announce thut 
it is completely arranged. 
The Govern­ 
ment of the U. States seems disposed to 
give the just explanations we require. 
We know that, w hatever may happen, 
whatever may be the tenor of the explana­ 
tions, there will be journals in America 
that will consider these explanations to 
bi shameful, humiliating, and derogatory 
to the national honor; while the French 
Opposition papers will find them vague, 
illusory, and inefficacious, and that the 
Cabinet who accepts them hus thereby 
violated the dignity of the nation.— 
France knows what she has a right to 
ask, and America know s w hat she can 
give. “ No reasonable person w ish« s a 
nation to go upon its knees before another. 
What the Ministers require is lobe able 
to pay a just debt without the dignity of 
France being impeached. 
It is wasy for 
America to satisfy this national pride.

Charleston Post Office. — 'File Post 
Master General has w ritten a letter to the 
Post Master at Charleston, in relation to 
the Abolition pamphlets retained in the 
Charleston Office. 
Mr. Kendall saxs : 


M Upon a careful examination of the 
law, I ain satisfied that the Postmaster 
General has no legal authority to exclude 
newspapers from the mail, nor prohibit 
their carriage or delivery on account of 
their character or tendency, real, or sup- 
posed. 
Probably it was not thought safe 
to confer on the head of un execuiive de- 
payment a power over the press, which 
might bt; perverted and abused. 
But I 
am not prepared to direct you to forward 
or deliver the papers of which you speak. 
The Post Office Department was created 
to serve the people of each and all of the 
United States, and not to be used us the 
instrument of their destruction. 
None of 
the papers detained have been forwarded 
tome, and I cannot judge for myself of 
their character and tendency; but you in­ 
form me, that they are i i character, “ the 
most inflammatory und incendiary—aud 
! insurrectionary in the highest degree.” — 
By no act, or direction of mine, official 
or private, could I be induced to aid, 
knowingly, in giving circulation to papers 
of this description, directly or indirectly. 
We owe an obligation to the laws, 
a higher one to the communities in w hich 
we live, and if the former he perverted 
to destroy the latter, it is patriotism to 
disregard them. Entertaining these views 
I cannot sanction, aud will not condemn 
the step you have taken. 
Your justifica­

G R E A T F IR E I N N E W .Y O R K . 
Our New.York papers of Thursday, 
give the details of one of the most des- 
iructive fires w hich has occurred in that 
city, within forty years. 
We regret to 
notice among the sufferers, many of the 
large newspaper establishments,binderies, 
Ate.—The N ew .York Gazette gives the 
following particulars : — 


44 About a Quarter past two o’clock yes- 
terday morning, a fire broke out iii the 
large five-story .rick building, No. 115 
Fulton-st reel, u hich spread with unexam­ 
pled rapidity, and iii a lew hours laid 
about fifty buildings in ruins, destroying 
un immense amount of property, and, we 
regret to add, depriving several iiidivi- 
duals of their lives. Many of the buildings 
were nearly new, and of immense height, 
and were mostly occupied by mechanics, 
principally printers und those connected 
w itll the profession, who are very heavy 
sufferers. 
Among the newspaper es. 
(abashments destroyed are those of the 
Transcript, Jeffersonian, Morning Herald, 
Courier des Etats Uuis, Spirit of ’76, 
but Old Countryman, Ch nation Intelligencer, 
New-Yorker, Catholic Diary, Protestant 
V md tea or, aud several others. 
The 
extensive printing office of George P. 
Scott Ai Co. in which the New.York 
Mirror was printed, is also go ie. 
At a 
moderate calculation, at least twelve 
hundred persons, including a large num. 
ber of females, have by this calamity 
been thrown out of employ.
